| Ex-Resident Accuses ‘Syndicate’ 
iBoro Numbers Writers Welsh On $5,000 ‘Hit’

A Trenton man who lived in Bristol Borough 
for 25 years has learned that “you can’t trust the 
num bers w riters.” 
Tony Muccie told the Courier-Times yesterday 
that borough numbers w riters won’t pay him the 
$5,000 he says he won when he hit the right number. 
“ I want to put this in the paper so those . . . 
guys ra n ’t sell a num ber and I don’t care if they 
try to beat me up for it.” Muccie told this reporter. 
Muccie reports that he put $20 on the num ber 
015. on Saturday, Feb. 28, while he was playing 
poker at a borough gambling establishment. 
The next day the numbers men told Muccie the 


winning num ber was 010. He accepted this until 
Sunday, June 28, when he received an annonvmous 
phone call. 
“Tony, 
you 
know 
you 
got 
taken on

num bers bet,” was the message. Muccie said he 
tried to find out who was calling but the caller 
would only tell him that the winning number was 
015. 
Muccie invested $1.50 and sent for a copy of 
Feb. 28 New York Morning Telegraph for the 
results of the horse races at a certain track. 
By adding up the second digits in the pay-off 
of the first three races at the track in question, 
you can find out the winning number. Muccie added 
them up. The answer was 015. 


Muccie went back to Bristol and had a talk 
with the numbers writers he had trusted. 
The numbers man told Muccie, “ I don't know 
what I had for dinner yesterday and you think you 
know what number you played five months ago.” 


The $20 num ber play would ordinarily 
pay 
$10,(MX) but when a “ 1” is the middle num ber in 
the play, the pay off, if you got it, is cut in half, 
Muccie said. 
Muccie said he made the numbers play while 
he was playing cards in one of the better known 
gambling sites in the borough. “ Its in an alley,” 
he said. 
“ I was winning at the time and these three 


numbers men were there,” Muccie says. “What 
happens is that they don’t play cards with money, 
but with chips. As soon as you get a few chips, 
you hand them to the numbers m an.” 
“Later on, I started to loose money playing 
cards and I went broke, but the numbers play was 
already m ade,” Muccie said. 
Muccie’s contempt for the borough bookies is 
vehement. 
"I don’t care what happens,” Muccie declares. 
“ If they (the syndicate) try to l)eat me up, I got 
five brothers they’ll have to take with m e.” 
“I’m putting a notarized letter in a bank vault 
with everything I know and names . . . if some­ 
thing happens to me, they’ll know who did it.
